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T hath been the wiftom of the Church of Erg- 
land, ever fince the firft compiling of Her publick 
Lireurgy, to keep the Mean between the two Ex- 
treams, of too much ſtitmeſs in refuling, and of too 
much eafineſs in admitting any variation from it. 
| Foras on the one ſide common Experience ſheweth 
that where a change hath been made of things adviſ- 
edly-eitabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) 
ſundry inconyeniencics have thereupon enſued ; And 
thoſe many times more, and greater then the evils 
that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: 
16: on the other ſide, the particular Forms of Divine 
Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed 
to be uled therein, being things in their own nature 
indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged ; It 
1s. but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important 
conſiderations, according to the various exigency of 
times and cccaftions, ſuch changes and alterations 
ſhould be wade therein, as to thoſe that are in place 


neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that 
in the Reigns ot ſeveral Princes of blefied memory

and we are not willing heretoremember. But when

fince- the Reformation , the Church upon juſt and! 


ent: Yet 1o, as that the main Body and Efentials of 
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bablezthat amongſt other things,the nſe of the Liturgy 
alſo would return of courſe, (the ſame having never 
been legally aboliſhed, ) unleſs ſome timely means 
were utcd to preyent it ; thoſe men who under the 
late uſurped powers had madet a great part of their 
buſineſs to render the people dilafteted thereunto, 
ſaw themſelves in point of reputation anc intereſt 
concerned ( unleſs they would freely acknowledge 
themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very 
hardly broughtto do) with their utmoſt endeavours 
to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order where- 
unto, divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the 
Book of Common- Prayer,the old Objetions muſtered 
up, With the addition of ſome new ones more then 
formerly had been made, to make the number ſwell. 
In fine, great importunities were uſed to His Sacred 
Majcity, that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and 
ſuch Alterations therem , and Additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of 
render Coniſciences : Whereunto His Majeſty out of 
His pious Inclination to give fatis{attion (ſo far as 
could be reaſonably expected) to all his Subjects of 
what perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve 
the like Moderation, as we find to have been uſed 
in the like caſe in former times.. And therefore of 
the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us,we have re- 
jected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſe- 
quence (as ſecretly itriking at ſome eitabliſhed Do- 
drine,or laudable praQiſe of the Church of England, 
or indeed of the-whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) 
or elſe of no.conſequence at all , but utterly frivo- 
lons and vain. Butſuch Alterations as were tendred 


to: their own private fancies and intereſts, then toj to us { by what perſons, under what pretences, or 
| to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us 


in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have wil- 
ingly and of our own accord aflented unto : Not en- 
forced ſo to do by any ftrength of Argument, con- 
vincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alte- 
rations ; For we are fully perſwaded in our Judg- 
ments (and we here protels it to the world) that 


the Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law,doth 
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' not contain in it any thing contrary to the Word off 
God, or to ſound Dofrine, or which a Godly man! 


may not with a good conſcience uſe and ſubmit un- 
to, or which 's not fairly defenſible againſt any that 
ſhall oppoſe the ſame; It it ſhall be allowed ſuch juit 
and favourable conftrudtion as in common equity 
ought to be allowed to ai! Humane weitings, elpeci- 
ally ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even to 
the very beſt tranſlations of the holy Scripture ir ſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking 
was, not to gratifte this or that party in any their 
unreaſonable demands, but to do that which to our 
beſt underſtandings we conceived might moſt tend 
to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the 
Church; The procuring of Reyerence,and exciting 
of Picty and Devotion m the publick Worſhip of 
God ; and the cutting off occaſion from them that 
ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy 
of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from 
the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, 
or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſufhce to give this general ac- 
count , That moſt of the Alterations were made, Ci- 
ther firſt for the better dire&ion of them that are to 
ofticiate in any part of Divine Service;which is chiefly 
done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, 
for the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to 
the Language of the preſent times, and the clearer 
explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, that 
were either of doubtful fignification , or otherwiſe 
hable to miſconſtruction 5 Or thirdly , for a more 
pertec rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture 
as are inſerted intothe Liturgy : which in the Epiſtles

And if the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs be in doubt,then he may ſend for the reſolu. 
tion thereoſto the Arch biſhop. 


T Hough it be appointe4, That all things ſhall be 
1 read and [ung in the Church in the Englith Tongue, 
to the end that the Congregation may ve thereby earfied, 
yet it 45 n0t meant, but that when men ſay «Morning 
and Evenino Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame 
in ajly. Language that they themſelves do mnderitand. 


And all Prieſts and Deacons»are to ſay daily the . 


e Morning and Evening. Prayer, either privately, or 
openty,not betr;g let by ſickneſs,or ſomeother urgent cauſe. 

And the (Cnrate that mimiſlreth in every Pariſh- 
church or Chappel, being at home, and not being other- 
we reaſonably hindred, ſhall [ay the ſame im the Pa- 
riſh-chaurch or Chappell where he miniſftreth, and ſhall 
cauſe a Bell to be tolled thereunto a convenient time be- 
fore he begin,that the people may come to hear Gods 
WWord,and to pray with him. 


Of CEREMONIES, Why: fome be aboliſhed, and ſame retained. 


F ſuch Ceremoniesas be uſed in the Church, and have-had their beginning, by the inſtitution of Man, 
ſome at the firſt, were: of godly- intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yet at length turned to vanity and 
luperſtition; Some entredintothe Church by undiſcreet devotion and ſuch a Zeal as was without know- 


ledge; and ſor becauſe they were winked at inthe beginning, they grew daily to more and more abuſes, 
which not only for their unprofitableneſs,, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the people, and 0b- ., 


cured the glory of (30d,are-worthy tote cut away, and clean rejetted : Other there be, which _

they. have been deviſed by Man,yet1t is thought good to reſerve them till as well ſor a. decent order in t 
Church (tor the whichthey.were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification,whereunto allthings 
donc in the Church: (as-the- Apoſtle teacheth) ought tobe referred. ;

| quietly to do it. But what would St. Augz/tine have aid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed

among us , whereunto the multitude vied in his time was nor to be compared ? This our exceſſive mut- 
titude of Ceremonies was fo great, and many of rhem to dark, that they did more confound and darken, ' 
then declare ard ſet forth Cirifts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial 


' Law ( as much of e Moſes Law was ) butit isa Reliz:onto terve God, not in bordage of the figure or 


ſhadow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit 4 being content only with thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve to a 


' decent Order, and Godly diſcipline, and fnch asbe apt ro ſtir up the dull mind of man to the remembrance 


of his Duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fignitication, whereby he _—_ be edified. Furthermore,

For in ſuch a caſe 
they ought rather to have reverence unto them tor their antiquity, it they will declare themſelves to be- 
more ftudious of unity and concord, then of innovations,and new-fanglenels, which, ( as much as may be, 
with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion ) 1s always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, fuch ſhall have no juft

| and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe; 1o the other that remain are retained for a. diſcipline

For we think it convenient, that every 
Countrey ſhould ute ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſeiting forth of Gods lionour and glory, 
and to the reducing of the people to a moſt perfect and godly hving, without errour or ſuperſiition .
